In this unfortunate

they 


would be assisted by German forces in 
setting Ireland free. The cruelty with 
which the rising was crushed demon- 
strated two tilings, first, 
the 
hope- 


lessness o f - t h e attempt 
and second, 


the brutality of England in 
dealing 


with Ireland. . 
Had it appeared to ihe government 


that the Irish leaders were in sympa- 
thy with this rebellion, the home rule 
cause would 
have 
been 
irrevocably 


lost and the reforms won by a strug- 
gle of thirty years would have 
thus

overthrown.

cause has been saved through the self 
control of the people and the sagaci-

Record of Achievement 


The Irish people at. home have the 


right

adopt the policy by which 


they shall work out their national an-1 
pirations. 
They have adopted the coii-l 


stitutional method and any organiza- 
tion 
here or elsewhere that 
opposes 


this policy is opposing tho Irish peo- 
ple arid promoting disunion and dis- 
ruption. 


Mr. Redmond's Course Defended 


Since the opening of the war certain 


enemies of the parliamentary move- 
ment 
in this country have, criticised 


Mr. Redmond's course, in advocating 
recruiting in Ireland. 


The home rule bill had not been 


signed for some time after the war 
broke out; and it is well understood 
tiiat had Mr. Redmond taken any dif- 
ferent stand relative to the war. the 
bill would not have been signed at all, 
but on the contrary would have been 
recalled and 
nullified. 
Moreover, if 


the Irish leader had taken a stand 
against the war, Ireland would have 
been 
placed under conscription and 


her men would have been compelled 
t i > enter the army, whereas under the 
plan adopted, no man was forced to 
enlist against his will. 


Now that Mr. Redmond has changed 


his policy as a result of the betrayal 
of Ireland by the coalition 
ministry, 


the government again threatens con- 
scription. 


After the cruelties of Maxfield and 


the reversal of majority rule in favor 
of Ulster, any attempt to enforce con- 
scription would now drive the people 
to desperation, and would 
add 
one 


other expensive blunder to the many 
that England has to her credit since 
the opening of the war.' 


Home Rule Forthwith 


As ardent supporters of Mr. Red- 


mond and his policy, we would, there- 
fore, appeal to the friends of home 
rule, in this country to stand w i t h the 
Irish people at homo in demanding 
that the home rule act be put into 
operation forthwith for a,ll of Ireland 
as the only means by which tho peo- 
ple can he conciliated. 


To those who assail Ireland for the 


part she has taken in the war, we 
say that she is fighting now- as she 
has ever done for the cause of jus- 
tice and humanity—first for her own 
freedom and then for the deliverance 
of.

PEACE NOTE STARTED WAR 
President Wilson's i>eace note 
has 


this country- It pleased Germany al- 
though the Ccrman 
reply was an 


evasion of the request to stale the 
terms upon which a basis of peace 
might be reached. The reply of 
the 


allies 
will he in the same line. At 


first the president's note caused a feel- 
ing akin to consternation among the 
entente powers, 
but after calm con- 


sideration, if we are to judge from the 
expressions in the press, there is :i 
disposition to treat the note with all 
due respect and to give the president 
at least the credit of good intentions. 


The one thing that marred the effect 


of the note with the entente powers, 
was the fact that it came out so soon 
after the peace declaration of the Ger- 
man chancellor that the 
Teutonic 


powers were ready to make peace. 
That aroused a suspicion of collusion 
between the president and the German 
government, although it was merely a 
coincidence due to the fact that the 
president has been watching for the 
first sign of any willingness on either 
Bide to consider terms of peace. 


It may have been a mistake to send 


the note at that particular time; but 
even so it has started world-wide 


'discussion of conditions 
upon which 


the war. may be terminated. But here 
at home the note has caused a tempest 
. in a teapot as a result of a charge that 
pomebody let out the information that 
fi* note was coming and thus gave 
those on the inside an opportunity to 
smash the stock market and 
thus 


make large profits. 


Already congress has started an in- 


vestigation which is taking on a parti- 
san aspect inasmuch as Col. Roosevelt 
had to come out of his seclusion 
to 


denounce those responsible 
for the 


"leak" before there was any proof that 
there was a leak. Congressman Gard- 
ner is also hot on the trail of those 
responsible for the alleged leak and 
the names of Secretary Tumulty and 
a brother-in-law of the president are 
associated with rumors that If true 
would connect them with the 
affair. 


Secretary 
Tumulty promptly de- 


manded a public apology of Congress- 
man Wood who publicly mentioned his 
name: but the investigation must 
po 


on now and it is probable that many 
men who had no connection with the- 
leak if there was one, will be drawn 
Into the inquiry. 


Thus while the note was intended to 


promote peace abroad it has started a 
little war at home.

firma near Norfolk, Va., and saw Vic- 
tor Carlstrom rise to a height of sev- 
eral thousand feet in her new triplane, 
huilt especially for use in her proposed 
trip from San Francisco to New York 
next spring. 
Carlstrom Hew over Hampton Roads 


and then circled Newport News and 
Fort Monroe. The average speed was 
more than seventy-five miles an hour, 
and better could have heen made. The 
machine behaved beautifully, and Miss 
Law clapped hor hands with glee when 
she saw it glide and rise gracefully 
at the will of the. operator.

In the Sinn Fein rebellion the peo- 


ple had another proof of the absolute 
folly of attempting to 
advance 
the 


Irish cause by physical force methods. 
In this unfortunate affair a number 
of patriotic young men sacrificed their 
lives under the 
delusion 
that they 


would be assisted by German forces in 
Betting Ireland free. The cruelty with 
which the rising was crushed demon- 
strated two things, first, 
the 
hope- 


lessness of the attempt 
and second, 


the brutality of England in 
dealing 


•with Ireland. 
Had it appeared to the government 


that the Irish leaders were in sympa- 
thy 'with this rebellion, the home rule 
cause would 
have 
been 
irrevocably 
lost and the reforms .won by a strug- 
gle of thirty years would have 
thus 


been 
overthrown. 
Fortunately, the 


cause has.been saved through the self 
control of the people and the sagaci- 
ty of their leaders; but it 
must be 
plain to everybody 
acquainted 
with 


the situation that any further attempt 
a"t insurrection would dash the cup of 
freedom from Ireland's lips and 
give 


her enemies another 
opportunity of 


Bloating- over her defeat. 
Record of Achlcrement 


The Irish people, at home have the 
right to adopt the policy by which 
they shall work out their national as- 
pirations. They have adopted the con- 
stitutional method and any organiza- 
tion here or elsewhere that opposes 
this policy is opposing the Irish peo- 
ple - and promoting disunion and dis- 
ruption. 
In spite of all opposition, the Irish 


parliamentary party under its present 
•incorruptible 
leader, has achieved a 


peaceful revolution and only the re- 
alization of home ruin remains to give 
Ireland the same measure of freedom 
as !s enjoyed by Canada. 


The landlords have been driven out, 


the land has been 
restored 
to 
the 


people; the hovels have disappeared 
and in their place have been erected 
over 50,000 commodious cottages 
for 


laborers; a. national 
university has 


been established in "Dublin after half 
a century of agitation, and the sum 
of $10,000.000 has been paid annually 
in old age pensions. 
Although the'question of home rule 


hid been agitated since the days of 
O'Connell, there never was any possi- 
bility of a home rule bill becoming 
law until the Irish party enabled the 
Asguith ministry to restrict the veto 
power of the house of lords. Then tho

statute 


hooks was enacted and would 
have 


taken effect in 1915 but for the war. 


Mr. Redmond's Course Defended 


Since the opening of the war certain 


enemies of the parliamentary move- 
ment in this country have criticised 
Mr. Redmond's course inAadvocatinjjj 
recruiting in Ireland. 


The home rule bill had not bsen 


signed for some time after the war 
broke out; and it is well understood 
that had Mr. Redmond taken any dif- 
ferent stand relative to the war, the 
bill would not have been signed at all, 
but on the contrary would have been 
recalled and nullified. 
Moreover, if 


the Irish leader had taken ft stand 
against the war, Ireland, would have 
been placed under* conscription and 
her men would have been compelled 
to. enter the army, whereas under the 
plan adopted, no man was forced to 
enlist against his will. 


Now that Mr. Redmond has changed 


his policy as a result of the betrayal 
of Ireland by the coalition ministry, 
the government again threatens con- 
scription. 
After'the cruelties of Maxfleld and 


the reversal of majority rule in favor 
of Ulster, any attempt to enforce con- 
scription would now .drive the people 
to desperation and would 
add 
one 


other expensive blunder to the many 
that England has to her credit since 
the opening of the war. 
Home Rule Forthwith 


As ardent supporters 
of Mr. Red- 


mond and his policy, we would, there- 
fore, appeal to 'the friends of home 
rule in this country to stand with the 
Irish people at homo in demanding 
that the home rule act be put into 
operation forthwith for all of Ireland 
as the only means by which the peo- 
ple can be conciliated. 


To those who assail Ireland for the 


part she has taken In the war, we 
say that she is fighting now as she 
has ever done for the cause of jus- 
tice and humanity—first for her own 
freedom and then for the deliverance 
of Belgium, Servia, Montenegro, P.OU- 
mania, .for the vindication of France, 
for democracy and against autocracy 
as the ruling power o£ the world.

R. H. White company of

city, 


died yesterday at 5.30 p. m. at 
his 


home, 56 Fenway, four days before his 
76th birthday. 
Death was 
due 
to 


heart disease. 
All the members 
of 


his family we're present. He spent the 
afternoon in Chestnut Hill, apparently 
In good health. 


Mr. White, who was one of the most 


successful merchants of 
his genera- 


tion, was born in HinsdaJe, Jan. 11, 
1S41, 
the son of Joseph H. and Sophia. 


M. White. He was descended directly 
from Peregrine White who was born 
on board the Mayflower. 


Hie father was a farmer, 
and he 


was educated in the district 
schools 


of his native town. 
He was a born 


trader, and while even a boy was ac- 
customed to "keep store" in his 
fa- 


ther's barn, or house, thus showing at 
that early age a strong 
predilection 


for trade. 
When he was 10 years old he start- 


ed a store in his father's house and 
sold apples and maple 
sugar 
which 


had been raised on the farm to who- 
ever, cared to.buy. His success in this 
enterprise disclosed 'he natural 
bent 


of his mind to his friends and decided 
him to make trade the calling of his 
life. It further convinced him that the 
little Massachusetts village did not af- 
ford the commercial facilities needed 
to develop his natural tastes.

trading ventures by

and Samuel Dowden. aged 50, of Crys- 
tal terrace, a laborer 
employed by 


Philpott. were suffocated and burned 
while attempting to lead horses from 
the blazing structure. 


Nine horses were burned to death in 


the fire and six others were rescued 
by the two victims and Richard Phil- 
pott, another son of the owner. 
Fif- 


teen tons of hay in the upper part 
cf the big barn and seven wagons and 
carriages in sheds adjoining, with sev- 
eral sets of harnesses and one boar, 
also were lost in the flames. 


The fire occurred close to the busi- 


ness section of the city, and, except 
for the splendid work of the entire 
city's flre fighting force and the lack 
of a wind, a large part ot the Bast 
Side of the city probably would have 
been prey to the flames. 
Two resi- 


dences of the Philpott family, one on 
the north side of the burned barn and 
less than 10 feet away, and the other 
only a few yards separated from the 
stables on the south side, were saved 
by the firemen.
